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Elba man killed in single vehicle accident 


An Elba man died early Sunday morning, 
Oct. 24, from injuries sustained in a one- 
vehicle automobile accident that occurred 


in Coffee County. 


Alabama State Troopers reported that 
Trenton J. Sanders, age 20, of Elba, was 
fatally injured in the accident when the 
2016 Chevrolet Malibu he was driving 
crossed the centerline of the road, left the 


roadway, and struck several trees. The 
accident scene was approximately 14 miles 
north of Elba on Alabama Highway 87 in

Coffee County Schools drop mandatory 
indoor face mask requirement 


The Coffee County 
School System’s indoor 
mask requirement expired 
at the end of the day Friday, 
Oct. 22, and it no longer is a 
requirement to wear masks 
indoors on school property, 
with one exception. 

As of Monday, Oct. 25, 
faculty, staff, and students 
were no longer required 
to wear a mask at school. 
However, if someone 
chooses to wear a mask, 
they are allowed to do so. 
“We will continue to 


require the use of masks 
while on school buses per 
Federal Department of 
Transportation guidelines 
until additional guidance is 
provided,” Superintendent 
Kelly Cobb said. “If your 
child has their own mask, 
please continue to allow 
them to bring and use their 
own mask.” 

Cobb said Coffee County 
Schools would continue to 
maintain a safe environment 
for all students and staff. 
She also noted if COVID 
numbers begin to increase 
again, the possibility of 


zero cases, New Brockton

slow process because every- 
one would be working to 
make the transfer as smooth 
as possible, especially until 
a new secretary could be 
hired for the elementary 
school. 

After the meeting, the 
board invited all to enjoy 
snacks prepared in honor 
of now former board mem- 
ber Gladys Yelverton. 
The superintendent again 
thanked Yelverton for all 
the years she served as a 
school board member for 
Elba.

Is it okay to distribute cremated remains among family members? 


These days, itis common for people to opt for cremation following death. 
After a loved one is cremated, family members may wonder what they 
should do with their loved one's ashes. Some families may opt to scatter 
the ashes or keep them in a single urn in a specific location such as a 
cemetery niche. However, it is also possible to distribute the ashes among 
different people and places. 

Keepsake ums or jewelry are a popular option for many families. 
Keepsake ums are smaller ums that hold a portion of the deceased's 
ashes. This idea is that the ashes can be divided up among family 
members who live in different places. Another option is to place some 
ashes in a piece of keepsake jewelry such as a pendant. 

You can even distribute some of the ashes among different family members 
and then keep the remainder of the ashes in a cemetery. This way, everyone 
is able to keep their loved one close, but it also allows families to have a 
specific place to visit to remember and honor their loved one. 

In some cases, people may wonder if it is acceptable to distribute ashes 
this way. With the exception of a view few religious sects, this distribution 
of ashes is just fine. Some religions have definite views against cremation. 
Generally speaking, if a religion allows for cremation it is also acceptable to 
store them in a single container, distribute them or scatter them. 

The law as well doesn't have much to say on the topic. Unless there is a 
large family dispute over how the ashes should be stored or dispersed that 
must be settled in court, the law allows for families to do as they choose. 

The most important thing to consider in these circumstances is the wishes 
of the deceased. Whenever possible, try to follow the wishes of your loved 
one. And if possible, let your own family know your wishes so they can feel 
comfortable making the decision when the time comes.

Do you know how to 0 fail suc successfully? 


I like quotes. In fact I like quotes so much that | collect 
them. Here’s one of my favorites: 

“Ever tried? Ever failed? No matter. Try again. Fail 
again. Fail better.” --Samuel Beckett 

Beckett’s words ring true to me and are inspiring. The 
reason? I’m good at failing. In fact, it’s what I do best! 

So, if you’re like me, anything that encourages me to 
not give in to failures or to let them define me is always a 
welcome guest. 

Someone once told me that I am greater than all my 
failures...and so are you! But at times it’s hard to believe 
that, isn’t it? We all want to be successful...but failure 
seems, well...so unsuccessful.

*** The Elba Tigers needed to claim a road win 
last week over Houston County to keep alive its hopes 
of claiming the region title and did just that as they 
dispatched the Lions 40-12 in a game in which the Tigers 
just kind of went through the motions and got the job 
‘done. The Tigers fell behind early and then turned the ball 
over on their initial possession, but got the ball back on an 
interception and from then on never lost command in the 
important region win.

Elba tames

The Elba Tigers put an exclamation mark on their 
‘bounce back’ season as they claimed their ninth victory 
of the regular season for the first time in five years with 
a solid 40-12 region road win over the Houston County 
Lions. 

Houston County received the opening kickoff and 
surprised the Tigers as they went 73 yards in six plays to 
grab an early lead. Kahleel Johnson rushed for 35 yards on 
one carry and completed four of five passes for 30 yards to 
spark the long scoring drive, with the touchdown coming 
on a 27-yard pass to Ladarius Maybin. A two-point pass 
missed its target, but with 9:23 remaining in the first 
quarter the Lions were already on top 6-0. 

Elba lost a fumble on its second play of the game to 
put Houston County back in business near midfield, but a 
pass interception by the Tigers Peyton McCart handed the 
ball back to Elba at the Lions 46-yardline and from there 
it took Elba five plays to take the lead. 

Alvin Henderson rushed for 16 yards on two carries 
to get the drive started, while JT Coleman rushed for 30 
yards on three carries and capped the drive with a 3-yard 
touchdown run. Alex Wisecup kicked the extra point as 
the Tigers moved ahead 7-6 with 6:36 left in the quarter. 

Elba began its next offensive series at its own 27-yardline 
after a Lions punt and once again it took the Tigers five 
plays to each the endzone.

short field to extend its lead. Coleman scored his third 
touchdown of the game on a 7-yard run, and while the 
extra point try failed, the Tigers owned a 40-6 lead with 
11:52 left in the fourth quarter.

COVID-19 booster shot eligibility expands 


The Alabama Department 
of Public Health (ADPH) 
continues to follow the 
guidance of the Advisory 
Committee onImmunization 
Practices (ACIP) and. the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) con- 
cerning administration of 
COVID-19 vaccine, includ- 
ing boosters. 

Guidance is being given 
to entities giving COVID- 
19 vaccine through ADPH’s 
Health Alert Network and 
other educational resources, 

CDC _ Director Dr. 
Rochelle P. Walensky 
endorsed the CDC ACIP 
recommendation for a 
booster shot of COVID-19 
vaccines in certain popula- 
tions. This follows the Food 
and Drug Administration’s 
(FDA) decision on October 
20 to amend the emergency 
use authorizations (EUA) 
for COVID-19 vaccines to 
allow for the use of a single 
booster dose. 

Booster dose recommen- 
dations for all three avail- 
able COVID-19 vaccines in 
the United States have been 
made, and CDC’s recom- 
mendations now allow for 
mix and match dosing for 


booster shots. 
For individuals who 
received a Pfizer-BioNTech 


or Moderna COVID-19 vac- 
cine, the following groups 
are eligible for a booster 
shot at 6 months or more 
after their initial series: 

* Age 65 years and older 

¢ Age 18+ who live in 
long-term care settings 
(long-term care settings) 

* Age 18+ who have 
underlying medical condi- 
tions (underlying medical 
conditions) 

¢ Age 18+ who work or 
live in high-risk settings 
(high-risk settings) 

For the nearly 15 million 
individuals who received the 
Janssen/Johnson & Johnson 
COVID-19 vaccine, booster 
shots are also recommended 
for those who are 18 and 
older andwho were vacci- 
nated two or more months 
ago. The vaccine given as 
the booster can be either the 
Pfizer, Moderna, or J & J 
COVID-19 vaccine. 


Guidance was _ pro- 


vided by the FDA on the 
use of each of the avail- 
able COVID-19 vaccines as 
a mix and match booster 
dose in eligible individuals, 


as defined above, follow- 
ing completion of primary 
vaccination with a different 
available COVID-19 vac- 
cine. Some persons may 
prefer receiving a booster 
using the same vaccine 
received for their primary 
series while others may 
prefer receiving a booster 
using a different vaccine. 
For those receiving boosters 
with the Moderna product, 
half doses are to be given. 

According to CDC, cur- 
rent available data show 
that all three approved or 
authorized COVID-19 vac- 
cines continue to be highly 
effective in reducing risk of 
severe disease, hospitaliza- 
tion and death, even against 
the widely circulating Delta 
variant. Vaccination contin- 
ues to be the best way to 
protect yourself, reduce the 
spread of the virus, and help 
prevent new variants from 
emerging. 

Ascooler weather and hol- 
iday celebrations approach, 
COVID-19 mitigation prac- 
tices such as indoor mask- 
ing should continue to be 
followed. Also, as we are 
starting to see flu cases, 


“ADPH would like to make 


sure that individuals know 
that influenza (flu) vaccines 
and COVID-19 vaccines 
can be given at the same 
time. Co-administration is 
allowable and is not contra- 
indicated.
